Vinson introduced ‘yesterday a 
revised version of legislation Pres- 
ident Eisenhower has called vital 
to American safety and defense 
and said he hoped for committee 
approval today.

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Are the Diplomats 
Ready To Bargain? 


Soviet Russia’s wooing of India con- 
tinues. Prime Minister Nehru is still in 
Moscow and is being received as no other 
non-Communist statesman has been since 
the close of World War II. He is showing, 
too. that he is susceptible to flattery. 

The riddle of Nehru is one of the big- 
gest uncertainties in world diplomacy 
today. No Communist, he nevertheless 
gives evidence of being pro-Communist, 
pro-Russian and pro-Red Chinese. This 
evidence is strengthened by the an- 
nouncement from Moscow that he has in- 
vited Soviet Premier Bulganin to visit In- 
dia in the near future. 

Even so, those who know Nehru best 
savy that his greatest wish is to build a 
“third force” in Asia to counterbalance the 
conflict between the Communists and the 
West. His greatest weakness is in not 
understanding the true nature of commu- 
nism as the cloak for age-old Russian 
imperialism. 

The vear 1955, it now appears, will be 
the most eventful in the diplomatic world 
since the war. Nehru’s Moscow visit, the 
San Francisco meeting, the sudden friend- 
liness of the Russians and their willing- 
ness to compromise—all of these point 
to a determined effort by the Kremlin to 
influence world opinion for the coming 
Big Four Conference. 

The Reds seem to be in a bargaining 
mood—at least ready to retreat from some 
of the uncompromising positions of the 


past 10 years. Unless the United States 
is prepared to meet the diplomatic on- 
slaught, they may win many propaganda 
victories and force this country to make 
concessions that we would live to regret 

Sir Winston Churchill, who is no 
novice at this game of world politics, 
warns against expecting any great 


achievements from the Big Four Confer- 
ence. But it could set the stage for step- 
by-step relaxation of tensions, if the Rus- 
sians really want them relaxed. During 
this period, President Eisenhower and the 
State Department will be called on to ex- 
ercise greater judgment than has been 
needed by few statesmen. As Adlai 
Stevenson said the other day: 

“If we the people are uncompromis- 
ing, if we equate negotiation with appease- 
ment, if we think war is inevitable, if we 
regard every Soviet proposal as a trick 
and a trap, if we think that what is ad- 
Vantageous for one is automatically disad- 
for the other, then we the 
people will have ruled out bargaining.” 

While experience teaches us that we 
must be wary of every Russian move, if 
they want to bargain and if their bargain- 
ing is in good faith, there is hope for 
peace. We must bargain.

No Educational ‘Frill’ 


Are Georgians ready to admit that 
they cannot afford good schools? 
There is an indication that some at 


least are resigned to that idea. It’s. found 
in the announcement that a board member 
plans to offer the State Board of Educa- 
tion a proposal that the high schools of 
he state be allowed to revert to 11 grades 
if they so desire. 

It is not hard to imagine that some 
local boards, fully conversant with 
the history of education, might so desire. 
It is not hard to imagine, but the pros- 
pect is appalling. 

The twelfth grade in the public schools 
is no new and untried idea. It may be 
comparatively new in Georgia except for 
some city systems which have had it for 
years. But it has been tried and tested 
over the nation and has been found good. 

We hear much of cutting out the so- 
called “frills” in education as economy 
moves. The twelfth grade is no “frill” but 
a real contribution to educational prog- 
ress. Let’s find the real economies that 
can be made instead of such gestures as 
this. As Quimby Melton puts it in The 
Griffin Daily News: 

“To cut off the 12th grade would be 
a big step backward. And we must not 
stagger back in our educational program.”

Legislature Didw’t Respond 


To Mandate From People 


The most depressing thing about Gov. Marvin Griffin’s successful 
tax blitz, of course, is that it will add another load onto the already 
weary shoulders of Georgia taxpayers, making their burden almost 
unbearable. But almost equally distressing was the absolute failure of 
the majority of the members of the General Assembly*to respond to 
what seemed to be a mandate from the people not to enact this huge 


new taxX program 


Gov. Griffin cracked the whip, and the legislators jumped docilely 
through the hoop, in large enough numbers to saddle the citizens of the 
state with some 40 million dollars in new levies. 


It didn’t seem to matter that 
public opinion was almost solidly 
against any new taxes. Pencils 
were sharpened to write bitter let- 
ters of protest to the newspapers 
in large numbers. Organizations 
and groups, in various parts of the 
state, officially protested the pro- 
gram. Except for the organized ef- 
forts of educational organizations, 
hardly a good word was said in 
behalf of these oppressive taxes. 

In what amounted to a grass- 
roots rebellion, Georgians pro- 
tested bitterly, but in a cynical 
disregard for these protests, the 
Legislature steamrolled the pro- 
gram through, with a speed that 
demonstrated the governor's com- 
plete control over the legislative 
branch. 

In replying to a group of tax- 
pavers, who called on Gov. Grif- 
fir to offer protest, the chief exe- 
cutive gave» them a most .amaz- 
ing. answer. Asked if it wouldn't 
be better to make a more thor- 
ough study of the state’s finances 
and delay tax legislation until the 
regular January session of the 
General Assembly, Gov. Griffin 
replied: 

“T wouldn't get as much support 
from the Legislature. There isn’t 
any legislator that will vote for 
taxes the vear he’s coming up for 
election. He wouldn't vote one 
‘copper.’ ”’ ) 

What a depressing commentary 
on the obligations of legislators, 
coming from the state’s chief ex- 
ecutive, who says that they will 
vote new taxes now, but would re- 
fuse to vote a penny when they 
are up for ‘re-election! 

Are these taxes any more neces- 


sary now than they would be next 
January? 

There seems to be no end to 
the gullibility of the Georgia elec- 
torate. Here is a governor who 
campaigned on a platform that 
there would be no new taxes, and 
six months after going in office 
he has called for and gotten one 
of the largest tax increases in re- 
cent years. 

But memories are short, or so 
it seems, and sometimes in the 
not too distant future the hustings 
will again ring with cheers for a 
candidate who promises that he 


will not raise taxes. And that 
promise, as usual, will not be 
kept. 


The mountains of taxes which 
are being heaped upon Georgians, 
by the federal, state, county and 
city branches of their government, 
will soon break their backs. It will 
not matter much whether we have 
“progress” or not; the people will 
be so poverty-stricken, with their 
pocketbooks flattened by burden- 
some taxes, that they will not be 
able to enjoy it. 

We shall see how many indus- 
tries are frightened away from 
Georgia because of heavy tax- 
ation. We shall see how many of 
our college graduates, denied in- 
dustrial employment in their own 
state, leave home to capitalize 
elsewhere on their talents. We 
shall see whether the teachers of 
Georgia, who were used as a lure 
to get some of these new taxes, 
get their salaries raised. We shall 
see whether any honest effort is 
made to economize in state gov- 
ernment and to cut out some of 
the waste.

native Wisconsin. 

To us who knew him in the Sen- 
ate three decades and more ago, 
he was often a grim and earnest 
warrior. But we may be sure he 
has become philosophical and mel- 
low watching what has gone on 
since he went away, all of which 
was dramatized pointedly in a 
centennial address by none other 
than the Chief Justice of the 
United States, Earl Warren. 

We may imagine, then, that he 
had special reason to smile be- 
cause not only was he praised by 
a Republican—a party which had 
no kind words for him in the twi- 
light of his career—but by a Re- 
publican who also presides over 
the U.S. Supreme Court. That high 
tribunal, we can recall, he criti- 
cized in his day for the way ‘t 
was killing social and economic 
laws passed by state legislatures 
and Congress. 

Chief Justice Warren is a mav- 
erick of sorts, himself, at least, 
he is so regarded by standpat ele- 
ments in his party. However, he 
was on perfectly sound ground in 
lauding Bob La Follette. For, as 
he pointed out, measures espoused 
by the senator that were de. 
nounced as “radical’’ in his time 
long have been accepted and writ- 
ten into the law of the land. 

Chief Justice Warren is qualified 
to speak of the change that be 
comes necessary in society and 
government; for he has adapted 
to the change which has occurred 
so swiftly in the post-La Follette 
era. This we recognize if we look 


at his service as governor for 12 
years of the state which even in 
that short time mushroomed into 
a veritable Pacific empire in its 
own right, with manifold new and 
knotty problems affecting several 
million people. Or if we ponder his 
publicly expressed views on nae 
tional and international issues. Or 
if we peruse his record here on 
the Supreme Court. 

The Chief Justice revealed his 
understanding of the atmosphere 
of our times and of the real es- 
sence of any democracy when he 
singled out for special emphasis 
the “‘dissenting spirit’? of Bob La 
Follette, saying the senator was 
““pre-eminently a dissenter in the 
finest sense of the word.” ! 

The La_ Follettes, father and 
son, were native dissenters in the 
best Amercan tradition, It is this 
always necessary prodding-influs 
ence in our political life of which 
Chief Justice Warren was taking 
due account. To dissenters we owe 
so much — going back to our own 
forefathers, who came to the 
American wilderness because they 
disagreed with the society and 
government in the old world and to 
our own revolution that gave us 
our ‘independence; and then on 
do\. to those who dissented from 
a society that permitted slavery 
and so started a civil war, a secs 
ond American revolution, and down 
indeed, to the Supreme Court of 
today that seeks to wipe out the 
last vestiges of inequality that had 
its basis in human slavery.

A Matter of Weight 


NEW YORK, June 21—The one gimmick that lends 
speculative appeal to Wednesday’s Polo Grounds cham- 
pionship fight between Archie Moore and Bobo Olso is 
a rather weighty one. It concerns the ability of the 
elderly Moore to reduce his avoirdupois until it complies 
with the 175-pound light-heavyweight limit. At catch- 
weights the ancient Archie could be expected to pul- 
verize the middleweight champion. But at 175 pounds 
it’s a much tighter squeeze. 

The worst of it is that statistics can be confusing when applied 
to Moore. First of all, how old is he? Archie admits to being 38 
but ringsiders believe that this is as arbitrary an age as Jack 
Benny’s 39. Most folks believe that the 
light-heavyweight king is over 40. And 
how much did he weigh against Nino 
Valdes almost two months ago? Re- 
ports said 196% pounds. Some insist he 
wasn’t much over 180. Archie ain’t 
sayin’. 

Yet that unknown factor is the 
most important for any prefight 
evaluation. The dapper and schol- 
arly Jimmy Bronson got to ram- 
bling away yesterday about weight- 
making, and Jimmy should know. 
He’s one of the last of the great 
old fight managers, a man who ap- 
pears to be in his late 50’s but who 
is probably 20 years older. His 
age? He ain’t sayin’, either. 

“For no particular reason this 

, fight got me thinking to the first Joe 

_ BATTLING NELSON Gans-Battling Nelson brawl,’ began 
Jimmy. That was in 1906, thus dating Bronson alarmingly. ‘‘To 
me Gans was the greatest fighter, pound for pound, who ever 
lived. At that time Gans was the lightweight champion, but the 
most popular fighter of that era and the best attraction was 
Battling Nelson. In those days Gans had to put on the Oregon 
boot to make a living. What’s the Oregon boot? It’s well... 
What was meant was that he had to make his fights closer than 
they actually had to be so that there’d be demands for return 
bouts. Abe Attell did it all the time. 

“Because Nelson was idolized by the customers, Gans wanted 
a bout with him as a money-maker. But Nelson was managed by 
Billy Nolan, the Al Weill of his day. Nolan insisted that Gans, 
who'd been fighting welterweights and middleweights, would have 
to come in at 133 pounds at noon of the fight and also at ringside.

“Gans made the weight. But it was the way he made it that 
impressed me. He even shaved the hair off his head and his entire 
body. He wore no socks. Even the laces in his shoes were not 
laces, but tiny strings looped across the two top eye holes. That’s 
the extremes to which he had to go. 

“They fought for 42 rounds under a blistering sun at Goldfield, 
Nev., before Gans won on a foul. But that weight-making killed 
him. Twice he and Nelson fought again later on, the Battler 
knocking him out in the 17th and again in the 2l1st. But by then 
Gans was beginning to pay the price. He died of tuberculosis 
within two years.”’ 

Jimmy straightened out the bowtie that is his trademark. 
Then he veered off on another tack. 

“I’ve also been thinking,’’ he said, ‘‘about the way doctors 
have tried to say Moore has a bad heart. Did you ever hear of the 
Joplin Ghost? Let me tell you about him. This was about 1910 
when I was running the Southwest A. C. in Joplin, the only fight 
club in all Missouri, In those days fighting was a felony and box- 
ing a misdemeanor. But I ran a legitimate athletic club and could 
get away with it. 

‘There was a fighter from Omaha named Al] Gray and he was 
a terrific attraction in Joplin. I matched him with Jeff Clarke, 
and my doctor at the club, Sam Grantham, was a great surgeon 
but as wild-eyed a fight fan as Doc Nardiello of the New York 
State Athletic Commission. He took one look at Clarke.

‘*T won’t pass him, Jimmy,’’ he told me, ‘He looks like a 
ghost.’ 

‘**You gotta,’ I said. 

‘** ‘No, I won't,’ he said. 

‘‘T’ll use him anyway,’ I said. And did. Clarke became the 
Joplin Ghost. He supposedly had a leaky heart but I knew he 
didn’t, no matter what the doctor seemed to think. I knew it was 
hunger, not a leaky heart, which made him look like a ghost. He 
fought Gray a 15-rounder and the Joplin Ghost won. So I re- 
matched them two weeks later at 20 rounds. He won again. So I 
matched them another two weeks later, but at 25 rounds. The 
Joplin Ghost knocked out Gray in the 16th. 
**That’s when I became a fight manager. I quit promoting 
- and took over the Joplin Ghost. I had him in 122 fights and he 
* lost only two. Mark this well. He lost to Sam Langford and he 
lost to Joe Jeannette, two of the greatest. What’s more, he 
beat them both in return fights. 

‘“‘I matched him with Harry Wills in New Orleans when Harry 
weighed 212 and the Ghost only 160. My boy still won. But I never 
could get a championship bout for him. He was just too good. He 
was so elusive that everyone thought that’s how he got his nick- 
name of the Joplin Ghost.”’ 

And whom did Bronson like in the Moore-Olson fight? 

“I gotta like Moore,’’ he said. Oh, well, that’s his opinion.

An eloquent speech came from 
Paul-Henri Spaak, foreign minis- 
ter of Belgium, who became pres- 
ident of the General Assembly 
when it held its first session in 
London in January 1946. 

Spaak said the international at- 
mosphere today is better than at 
any time since the Charter was 
signed and that his hearers 
should note that ‘‘throughout the 
world there is at least a desire 
to talk.’’

BONN, Germany, June 21—Chancellor Konrad Ade- 
nauer indicated today he expects Austria to return Ger- 
many’s former huge assets situated there. The recent 
treaty restoring Austria’s independence forbids Austria to 
honor any foreign claim in excess of $10,000.

Special Diet 
For Food 
Allergies 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

With an overweight family that 
numbers in the millions, there 
are bound to be many with food 
allergies. Admittedly this makes 
dieting more of a problem, but 
it's not insurmountable. 

Most common among the food 
allergies are milk, eggs, wheat, 
chocolate, the cabbage family, 
tomatoes and strawberries. How- 
ever, the only food allergies in 
that list which make dieting diffi- 
cult are milk and eggs. 
ALLERGIC 

The overweight who is al- 
lergic to beth eggs and milk 
requires a special diet. For 
breakfast, try broiling some of 
the packaged meats on the mar- 
ket. There is nothing meager 
about a breakfast menu of fruit 
juice, broiled meat, 2 or 3 slices, 
and thinly sliced toast, lightly 
buttered, and coffee. 

For those who are allergic to 
eggs but not to milk, cereal can 
be used on alternate mornings, 
three-fourths cup of hot or cold 


cereal, served with ly cup of 
Whole milk and a teaspoon of 
sugar. 


Those who are allergic to milk 


can sometimes use _ buttermilk 
without trouble, or powdered 
skim milk made into soups or 


used as a beverage. Goat's milk 
or soybean milk may be used, 
PROTEIN 

Protein is the backbone of the 
reducer’s diet. A minimum of 60 
grams is needed daily; 85 grams 


of protein daily is a help in re- 
ducing. Figure this way — an 


ounce of cheese, an egg, a glass 
of milk, an ounce of lean meat, 
fish or fowl each furnishes 7 
grams of protein. This infor- 
mation will help vegetarians plan 
a diet. 

If you are allergic to milk and 
eggs, be sure to have two serv- 
ings of lean meat, fish or fowl 
daily, plus an ounce of cheese or 
a cup of cottage cheese. Cottage 
cheese or pot cheese is an in- 
expensive and good seurce of 
protein. 

Now for the easy allergy sub- 
stitutes: the cabbage family may 
be replaced by any green or 
yellow vegetables; tomatoes, 
oranges and grapefruit are inter- 
changeable.
